And witzreas 
ſeveral perſons by vertue of Warrants from ſome of taeir Majzſties Officers awl 
Magiſtrates, have ſcrz'd on ſeveral Goods, and others have on pretence of Rent, 
and Debts, ſerz.d ſeveral other Goods belonging to ſuch forfeiting perſons. Thee 
are to require all ſuch perſons to bring in, and return td us a fall and perfec: 
account in writing of all ſuch Goods, and where the ſame now are. And wiece- 
as {everal of ſuch Goods have been concealed and imbezclled ; We do hereby de- 
clare, that whoſoever ſhall diſcover to us the ſeveral perſons thar have concealed 
or 1imbeZtlled any ſuch Goods, and the value thereof ſhall be confidered, al 
rewarded by ' us according to the ſervice by them perform'd. And if airer 
this our ' Order and publick Notice, any perſon whatioever fiall preſume 
to concea}, imbezel, or endeavour to defraud their Majeſties of the benefit of any 
fach Lands, Goods or Chattels, they ſhall on due proof thereof made before us, 
be commutted to Priſon, and further proceeded againit according to the utmait 
rigour of the Law for the faid offence.
